Great enthusiasm was shown at 
the convention of tho Ancient Order 
of Hiljt'rnians at tli' ( . plcy-Pliiza 
WPilnesday niorninK. when Rev. 
I'hilip J. O'Donnell scored the dis- 
missal of the appeal of Sir RoKer 
Casement, and urged the delegates 
assembled to adopt strong resolu- 
tions condemning the action of the 
British Ooremmeat. The delegates, 
without a dissenting vote, carried 
out Father O'Donnell's suggestion. 
After passage they were sent to the 
American Ambassador in I^ondon 
and Ilishop O'llwyer. of Limerick. 
Till' same action was taken in the 
con\onti()n ol the Ladies' Auxiliary. 
Tlif rest ol the session was talcen 
up with the report of officers and 
the reading of a long letter of con- 
gratulation and encouragement from 
Cardinal O'Connell. 

The Ladies' Auxiliary held their 
session In Convention Hall and were 
visited by Cardinal O'Connell, ac- 
companied by Rev. Josepli ('. Cop- 
pinger, I'. K., and He\ . IMiilip J. 
O'Donnell. Cardinal O'Connell made 
a short address, in which "he praised 
the Irish woman tor her purity an<\ 
loyalty. He then offered the prayer 
of the convention in English, after 
'which Rev. Patriclc N. McDermott, 
of Massena, Chairman of the Irish 
History Committee of that State, 
said the same prayer in Gaelic. Mrs. 
Ellen Ryan Jolly, the National 
President, leported on tlie Irish 
question at leuKth and also the plan 
for the memorial to Catliolic nun.s 
who lost their lives in the civil war. 

Thursday morning there was a 
solemn requiem mass for deceased 
members and two business sessions 
ot the Hibernians and Ladies' Aux- 
iliary, hearing reports and spirited 
discussions. At night the joint ban- 
quet was held at the Copley-I'laza 
Hotel, when addresses were deliv- 
ered by Gov. McCall, Mayor Curley, 
Hon. Claude G. Bowers, Hon. James 
A. Gallivan, lion. I'eter V. Tague, 
Hon. Alexander A. Rorke, Rev. 
Philip J. O'Donnell, Hon. Francis 
J. Horgan and Matthew Cummings. 

Much business was transacted Frt- 
ilay. John O'Dea. of Philadelphia, 
Chairman ot the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, made his report, and the 
resolutions were adopted without 
discussion. The resolutions con- 
demning the Uritish Government for 
the verdict in the case of Sir Roger 
Casement were passed without op- 
position. The following cablegram 
was presented by Rev. Patrick N. 
Turner, of Iowa, to be sent to Sir 
Roger Casement: 

"'We, the members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians of America, in 
National convention assembled, are 
with you In spirit and desire to tell 
you. in life, that your efforts for 
Ireland's Independence will never be 
forgotten and your memory shall 
ever remain green In the hearts of 
Irish men and women throoghout 
the world." 

The resolutions on "Hyphenated 
Americans" declared: "The political 
circulation of the catch phrase 
'Hyphenated American' is aimed 
mischievously at Irish-Americans — 
as much, perhaps, as at any other 
race which Is embodied in our cit- 
izenship. We are proud of the race 
to which we belong, and there is 
no n proach in the 'hyphen' when 
applied to Americans of the Irish 
race. ' The race in America has 
never divided their loyalty to Amer 
lea. either in the hour of peril or 
in the times of peaceful quietude." 

The delegates pledged their al 
legiance to the Catholic church and 
to aid in the extension of that faith. 

The Federation of Catholic Socle 
ties was endorsed as the flrst of all 
Influential Catliolie orKanizations, 

Resolutions were offered urging a 
vigorous membership campaign 
which were adopted. Kdueation. the 
Irish hinory movement, publication 
of a history of the order, the mil- 
itary branches, the Ladles' Aux- 
iliary, the Gaelic revival and the dis- 
tribution of literature were en- 
dorseS. 

The convention declared for the 
open door on the question of Im- 
migration and disapproved the prin- 
ciples of Socialism. 

A memorial church to Rev. 
Father Abram Ryan, the poet^prlest 
of Mobile, Ala., the gifts to the 
Catholic Church Slxtenslon Society 
and establishing a home for aged 
Hibernians were also included In 
the resolutions. 

The convention voted to assist the 
families and dependentp of mem- 
bers who are enlisted In the service 
of their country at the Mexican bor- 
der and keep their dties iMtid. 

The closing session on Saturday 
was the largest held, because of 
the contest for the varioas officers 
of the National Board and the 
choice of a place for the next con- 
vention, which was captured by San 
Francisco. National President Mc- 
Laughlin was re-elected, as were 
the other officers with the excep- 
tion of Secretary Philip J. Sullivan, 
who becomes a National Director 
and is succeeded by Thomas J. 
Matthews, of Providence. The offi- 
cers were installed by Past National 
President Regan and retiring Vice 
President Charles Foy. of Canada.

GOOD WORK DOITE. 



Not the least Interesting of the 
many reports to be made at the 
SiTpreme convention of the Knights 
of Columbus at Davenport next 
week will be that of the Commis- 
sion on Religious Prejudices, of 
which Col. P. H. Callahan, of Louis- 
ville, is the Chairman. This body 
was created by the Supreme con- 
vention two years ago to study 
the causes for the widespread re- 
ligious bigotry that seemed to be 
prevalent, and was given an appro- 
priation of $5 0,000 with which to 
carry on its work. That it has ac- 
complished much along the lines for 
which It was created there is no 
doubt and its report will be listened 
to with rapt attentloB.

Irish I'ress News Servlca. 

Dublin, July 10. — Events on both 
sides of the channel indicate % gen- 
eral election not later than Novem- 
ber. (Premier Asquith has agreed 
to introduce immediately the Irish 
Government bill, which threatens 
to be amended to its death in the 
House of Lords. Lord Lansdowne, 
of the Cabinet, repudiates the 
lyloyd-George-DevlIn agreement In a 
second statement, demanding that 
the bill be submitted to the voters 
and predicts the defeat of the 
measure. He says that England 
will not reward Irisli treason and 
that the (Jovernment is being held 
up by revolutiunisf s. John Red- 
mond, having refused to call a Na- 
tional eonventlon according to cus. 
toiu. an Independent convention Is 
to be held In Dublin, which is ex- 
pected to take a strong stand 
against , the scheme to dismember 
Ireland. Redmoad has staked his 
leMership of th* Parllainentary 
party on the measure, and the sur- 
render of the Lords and the defeat 
of his opponents In Ireland he 
predicts. Premier Asquith hints 
that further concessions will have 
to be made by Lord Lansdowne be- 
fore the bill will be accepted. The 
Inquiries Into the disastrous Meso- 
potamia and Dardenelles ranipaicns 
threaten to wreck the coalition 
Government and the Irish question 
in Parliament is a dangerous ele- 
ment at this time. 

The more the dismemberment 
plan is studied in Ireland the more 
widespread become* the opposition 
There is no doubt but aioyd-Oeorge 
Intends to supersede John Redmond 
and make Joseph Devlin leader of 
Ireland. The plan of a great 
British federation of colonies after 
the war appeals to the British 
imperialists and Devlin has hopes 
of making Ireland an Important 
West British State with himself as 
the Irish Premier. He has noted 
the popularity In England since the 
war of Premier Botha. of the 
Transvaal, and Premier Hughes, of 
Australia, and he believes with the 
great influence of Lloyd-Oeorge, in 
the' event of a successful war, that 
the eltmination of the six Ulster 
conntiM is but temporary and that 
after the war Ireland will be 
SUte with «ll thirty-two counties 
tiBlted.

There was a flavor of decided wit 
in the hit made by Artemus Ward 
when he said of the Puritans of 
New England that "They came to 
this country to worship God ac 



and seeks to influence the public 
mind as though they were actual. 

So long as the Menace conflnes 
Itself to facts that make against 
the public weal, and exposes the 
corruption of Rome, purely as a 
matter of fact, I am with it; but I 
decline to go with it in its fancied 
predictions and to act on these as 
though they were In actual exist- 
ence. I am opposed to the whole 
business on the score of fairness, 
and will go further and say that I 
do not share in the alarm that the 
Menace seeks to raise, and positively 
decline to participate in the In- 
flammation of sentiment which that 
paper seeks to produce. It will be 
time Enough for Inflammation when 
these supposed or imagined things 
come to pass. It is idle to say that 
il will then he too late. I do not 
believe a word of it. This rountry 
is too intelligent, too cautious, too 
wise and too wide-awake to siippo.se 
for a moment that any system can 
be clandestinely nurtured and main- 
tained to the extent of disrupting 
and bring about the dire ruin that 
nbides, for the most part. In the 
iii.:.i;inary compartment of the brain 
ol the Menace. 

Looking at its attitude and policy, 
its utterances and wild predictions, 
there Is danger of the Menace per- 
secuting while seeking to provide 
against persecution. The logic of 
the whole business is that we con- 
stitutionally provide for the Bomaa 
Catholic church and then turn 
round and make It as intolerable for 
It to exist In America as possible. 
If everybody outside Roman Cathol- 
icism agreed with the Menace we 
should practically say: "Yes, come 
along; you have as much right here 
as anybody, but understand that we 
are going to make it as hot for you 
as we can. We are going to ding- 
dong at you and make yoa me ever 
wishing to plant yourselves on 
American soil." That is precisely 
where the logic of the Menace car- 
ries It. I submit that It would be 
much more honorable and fair Just 
to raise the barrier of Intolerance 
outright and say to the Roman 
Catholics: 'We draw the line on 
you; you must be excepted from the 
universal principle embodied In the 
first article of the constitution, 
which provides that all religionists, 
of whatever possible type, may wor- 
ship as they wish." 

I am very far from defending or 
advocating the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion; that Is their business; but I 
am Just as lar from building a plat- 
form of imai.'inalion or of pure sup- 
position and proceed to dog and 
ding-dong everlasting from this airy 
position. This is in the interest «f 
sheer fairness and humanity. The 
Roman Catholic hi^s a right to be 
here; he has a right to worship and 
conduct his system his own way; 
and we have a right to criticize it, 
to expose It as much as we please, 
to (all all the attention to it we 
wish, to show that It Is decidedly 
undemocratic in its tendency, if that 
can be established, to go back and 
show what its history has been and 
all else; but when we undertake to 
infer and conclude from certain 
premises what the onteome will be, 
treat those inferences as facta aad 
proceed to fan a flame of seatimeat 
on these arbitrary Inferences — ex- 
cuse me. 

The basest criminal has rights 
that must be respected, and unless 
we propose to close our eyes to one 
of the fundamental rocks of our 
constittuion, we can not go to the 
length tf which this self-same Men- 
ace goes. These people are humans, 
they are citizens of,, the national 
fabric, and it Is more than a mis- 
take or blunder to pnraue a policy 
like the one pointed o«t — it is 
wrong. 

It is non.sense to .-ihare In the 
conclusion of the .Menace. Were the 
Roman Catholics to undertake to do 
what the Menace indicates, the anti- 
clerical spirit of America would 
make that of France child's play. 
It is unfair, unpatriotic, unmanly 
and inhuman, and more, unchristian 
to Join in a hue and cry like that 
raised by the Menace.

Now I'm an old-fashioned Bap- 
tist, and couldn't bf anything else 
so long as I understand the New 
Testament as I do. and there's not 
much danger of my having any 
ehaage ot view on the subject. Be- 
ing a Baptist, I am for liberty, and 
therefore am opposed to even a sem- 
blance ot persecution, no matter 
how It Is masked or plausibly dis- 
guised. Let every tub stand on its 
own bottom, no matter whose tub 
it is. So long as the spirit of the 
constituiion is complied with, I am 
for anybody, worshiping his way. 

All this is suggested by the policy 
of a paper which has gained wide 
circulation throughout the country, 
which paper is called the Menace 
The "menace" resisted by that pa 
per is the Roman Catholic system 
of America. While I am about as 
far from sympathy with the views 
and principles of the Roman Cath 
ollcs as one can well t>e, and while 
I know the history ot the system 
tolerably well, I don't at all share 
In the policy of a paper that not 
only Imagines dire disasters and 
predicts havoc, but magnifles these 
dreams of distortion and seeks to 
treat them as facts. These things 
are not facts, and yet the Menace 
exploHs them as though they were.

The blaokUstlng of some eighty 
firms and individuals by the English 
Government is a natural corollary 
of the seizure of our mails to which 
the business secrets of these Arms 
were consigned. This blacklisting 
Is not only a serious business for 
the firms, but ft is serious for the 
nation, because if the (loveininent 
does not take vigorous action it 
will mean the utter dislocation of 
trade, since no Arm would be safe 
from the appUoation of the black- 
list. For the blacklisting does not 
mean only that British subjects are 
debarred from doing busine.ss with 
the firms named, but that they must 
not do business with any firm or 
corporation trading with them. 
Hence neutral trade will be affected 
to our disadvantage; nay. more, it 
will give the English the right to 
confiscate non-contraband cargoes to 
records if any near or remote deal- 
ings with these firms can be proven. 
Shipping companies will not receive 
eargoM for thea^ firms or any of 
their correspondents. In shori the 
blacklisting interferes with our In- 
ternal trade to an i \lent that would 
make the Kngli.sli trading witli ttie 
enemy laa-" liavi among ua the 
force of an act of Congress. This 
is humiliating In the extreme, but 
it is what the cowardly and biased 
in-Engllsh-favor policy of our Oov' 
' ernment has brought us to. Now it 
Is time the people took matters into 
their own hands for the honor of 
the nation. It Is time the admints 
tratlon were made to understand 
that England's, encroaehmenta 
our rights must cease, and that if 
she persists in her present course 
it will mean an embargo on all ex- 
ports to the Allies. Our mail 
should be immune from the prying 
eyes of English officialdom, even if 
we had to turn our warships into 
mall carriers — which, by the way, 
would be putting them to a nobler 
purpose than using tbem as ball- 
rooms for Newport's upper tendom.
